Their astonishment in this 
case would be perfectly natural. The time 
has been when clergymen were considered as 
a superior order of beings, to be approached 
only with a reverence due to divinity alone, 
and with an awe which no created being ought 
ever to feel for the presence of felkew clay. 
This sentiment has grown up. with thousands, 
strengthening with their strength, tilt-it has be- 
come so firmly rooted, that the imputation of 
hypocrisy, duplicity, cs even the common frail- 
ties of humanity ona clergyman, is thought to 
bea crime little less in magnitude than blas- 
phemy. The sentiment’ is however wearmg 
off apace; and the conduct of ministers ahd

A plan was long since projected by certain 
clergymen for establishing a national religion 
in the United States, or at least in that section 
of the nation denommated New-England. The 
progress of libcrat christianity has retarded the.

gospel. These are called, by way of eminence, 
the doctrines of grace, and nothing that could be 
done has been left undone te make them the 
doctrines of law.
